The President’s emergency request for a supplemental 
$300 million of military assistance to South Veitnam is in 
serious trouble. The trouble has deepened because Senator 
Henry M. Jackson, the Democratic front-runner for the 
1976 Presidential nomination, has announced his op­ 
position to Mr. Ford’s request. 
The Senator’s position is a disappointment to many who 
have looked upon him as a solid champion of both a strong 
national defense and a foreign policy'which supports ur 
allies.

They say that the Administration does not 
guarantee that $300 million for Vietnam will make any 
difference in the outcome. And they deny that Jackson’s 
attitude has anything to do with his presidential am­ 
bitions. 
If this is so, then Jackson, like many others, has simply 
written off South Vietnam as a lost cause. He is willing to 
abandon these people on the pragmatic grounds that 
nothing that the U.S. can realistically do will save them. 
Such a view is still deplorable, even if it is un­ 
derstandable. True, we botched the war by refusing to 
apply the necessary means to win it. Because Hanoi will 
never voluntarily call off its attempt to conquer the South, 
the war goes on interminably, thousands more die, and the 
South’s position deteriorates because of the powerful 
strategic advantage which North Vietnam now occupies. 
It is difficult to see how $300 million more in assistance can 
do anything but prolong the agony. 
Then why give it? 
Because this nation made a commitment to do so. 
Because we made certain promises to the Vietnamese two 
years ago when we pulled out and left them to fight alone. 
One promise was that we would replace the war materiel 
that the current Communist offensive, amply supplied by 
the U.S.S.R., is forcing tern to expend. The South Vie' 
namese have not betrayed us. They have fought, and 
fought well. They are daily demonstrating their hatred for 
Communist rule by the tenacity of their resistance to 
armed attack. 
Senator Jackson may be right in thinking that $300 
million more in aid will do no good. But if $300 million is 
the minimum that President Thieu asks for, then let us, as 
a nation, have the common decency to give it to him. It is a 
paltry price to pay for the p reservation of some shred of 
our national honor. 
We hope Senator Jackson and his Congressional 
Colleagues will yet reconsider and see it in this light.

cern for traffic safety too often 
lags far behind - resulting in 
unnecessary injuries and deaths. 
By observing a few simple rules 
of the road, cyclists can enjoy 
themselves and arrive safely at 
their destinati(His, the Natiimal 
Safety Council points out. 
By law, cyclists are required to 
observe basic traffic regulations 
including si^aling turns and lane 
changes, 
yielding right-of-way 
where indicated, and stopping or 
slowing down at intersections as 
required. 
In addition, the council suggests 
cyclists: 
. Keep to the right, as close to 
the curb as practical. When in a 
group, ride in a line, single file.

Within the space of a few days 
recently, 
two 
prominent 
Americans were guilty of making 
thoughtless

Butz, secretary of agriculture, 
who told reporters a joke he had 
picked up at the World Food

Italian and anti-Catholic. 
Both men were called to the 
White House for a first-hand in­ 
spection of the carpet in President 
Ford’s office, and both issued 
formal apologies. 
This wr.s as it should be. A 
remark oi jest that may pass 


nor Butz apparently harbors the 
prejudices 
implied 
by 
their 
remarks. The general, it was all 
but forgotten in the ensuing furor, 
had directed the massive airlift 
operation which rescued Israel in 
the October War of 1973. The 
secretary was merely repeating 
what he thought was a harmless 
j(*e told to him by an Italian 
woman in Rome. 
Of the two, however, the words 
of General Brown about Jews 
were by far the least defensible. 
On such beliefs have pogroms — 
and worse — been based. The 
world has witnessed in his century 
the unspeakably ghastly results of 
a nation permitting anti-Semitism 
to become its official policy. 
The terrible experience of the 
Nazi holocaust continues to brood 
upon the world’s conscience and 
one of its legacies seems to be that 
racial, religious or ethnic humor 
which was once the stock in trade 
of many comedians is no longer 
considered to be very funny, if it is 
tolerated at all. 
This, too, may be unfortunate. 
We may have become over­ 
sensitized to this kind of humor. 
We have become superserious 
and 
often see prejudice where 
none is intended. Humor is the 
leaven of life, and when people 
can no longer laugh at themselves 
or stand to have fun poked at their 
foibles and characteristics, they 
have lost something. 
It makes all the difference, of 
course, who pokes the fun. For 
instance, the old Amos and Andy 
show, in which white actors 
played blacks and which brought 
enjoyment 
to 
a 
previous 
generation, could not be put on 
today. 
Yet a current series in which 
blacks play black characters not 
greatly different 
from those of 
Amos and Andy is one of the most 
popular on television. 
Therein, in fact, may lie one of 
the reasons for the outcry that 
Butz brought down on his head. It

Jerry Ford doesn’t want any 
WPA or PWA. Release of billions 
of dollars, impounded by the White 
House for years now, would 
stimulate construction, satisfy the 
AF LrCIO’s basic demand. But 
the printing of more money, or 
the release of new Treasury bills 
by the billions to create v/ork is 
counterproductive, it is believed 
in the Oval Office. 
It’s all very simple, albeit 
unhappy, arithmetic. About a 
billion dollars already has been 
allocated or spent under the 
Comprdiensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA). Yet this 
money has not yet created the 
330,000 jobs which was CETA’s 
target.

JACKSON ON 
VIETNAM AID 
The President’s emergency request for a supplemental 
$300 million of military assistance to South Veitnam is in 
serious trouble. The trouble has deepened because Senator 
Henry M. Jackson, the Democratic front-runner for the 
1976 Presidential nomination, has announced his op­ 
position to Mr. Ford’s request. 
The Senator’s position is a disappointment to many who 
have looked upon him as a solid champion of both a strong 
national defense and a foreign policy which supports ur 
allies. His spokesmen defend his position by pointing out 
that it is consistent with his vote last year to cut the 
Administration request for $1.4 billion for Vietnam down 
to $700 million. They say that the Administration does not 
guarantee that $300 million for Vietnam will make any 
difference in the outcome. And they deny that Jackson’s 
attitude has anything to do with his presidential am ­ 
bitions. 
If this is so, then Jackson, like many others, has simply 
written off South Vietnam as a lost cause. He is willing to 
abandon these people on the pragmatic grounds that 
nothing that the U.S. can realistically do will save them. 
Such a view is still deplorable, even if it is un­ 
derstandable. True, we botched the war by refusing to 
apply the necessary means to win it. Because Hanoi will 
never voluntarily call off its attempt to conquer the South, 
the war goes on interminably, thousands more die, and the 
South’s position deteriorates because of the powerful 
strategic advantage which North Vietnam now occupies. 
It is difficult to see how $300 million more in assistance can 
do anything but prolong the agony. 
Then why give it? 
Because this nation made a commitment to do so. 
Because we made certain promises to the Vietnamese two 
years ago when we pulled out and left them to fight alone. 
One promise was that we would replace the war materiel 
that the current Communist offensive, amply supplied by 
the U.S.S.R., is forcing tern to expend. The South Vie4 
nam ese have not betrayed us. They have fought, and 
fought well. They are daily demonstrating their hatred for 
Communist rule by the tenacity of their resistance to 
armed attack. 
Senator Jackson may be right in thinking that $300 
million more in aid will do no good. But if $300 million is 
the minimum that President Thieu asks for, then let us, as 
a nation, have the common decency to give it to him. It is a 
paltry price to pay for the p reservation of som e shred of 
our national honor. 
We hope Senator Jackson and his Congressional 
Colleagues will yet reconsider and see it in this light.

RULES OF THE ROAD 
FOR BIKERS OUTLINED 


BY SAFETY COUNCIL 
With increasing gasoline costs 
coupled with stepped-up public 
concern about physical fitness 
and a clean environm ent, the 
bicycle 
continues 
to w ir 
en­ 
thusiasts, who are trading hor­ 
sepower for leg-power. 
Unfortunately, 
cyclists’ 
con­ 
cern for traffic safety too often 
lags far behind - resulting in 
unnecessary injuries and deaths. 
By observing a few sim ple rules 
of the road, cyclists can enjoy 
them selves and arrive safely at 
their destinations, the National 
Safety Council points out. 
By law, cyclists are required to 
observe basic traffic regulations 
including signaling turns and lane 
changes, 
yielding 
right-of-way 
where indicated, and stopping or 
slowing down at intersections as 
required. 
In addition, the council suggests 
cyclists: 
. Keep to the right, as close to 
the curb as practical. When in a 
group, ride in a line, single file. 
Keep a safe distance from parked 
cars — they m ay pull out, or their 
doors may be opened, suddenly. 
. If you m ust ride at night, w ear 
light-colored clothing ( preferably 
w hite) 
easily 
sp o tted 
by 
motorists. Have a white headlight 
and red rear reflector both in good 
working order. 
. Have a working horn or bell for 
signaling — no sirens, please! 
Make sure your entire bicycle is 
in good working order. 
Never 
hitch 
on to other 
vehicles or “ show off” ; never 
carry riders. 
. Keep packages in a front 
basket (not so high as to obstruct 
view), or better yet, in a rear 
rack. Keep both hands on han­ 
dlebars at all tim es except when 
signaling! 
Under new federal regulations, 
bicycles sold in interstate com ­ 
m erce after Jan u ary 1,1975, m ust 
have certain required specific 
safety features.

Soon after hi me cam e the con- 
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unnoticed if m ade by a private 
individual 
is 
sim ply 
im ­ 
perm issible in a public figure. 
W hatever the personal opinions 
an official may have about any 
group or minority in Am erica, 
such opinions must not be allowed 
to enter into — or even appear to 
enter into — the conduct of his 
office. 
Both episodes were particularly 
unfortunate in that neither Brown 


nor Butz apparently harbors the 
prejudices 
implied 
by 
their 
rem arks. The general, it was all 
but forgotten in the ensuing furor, 
had directed the m assive airlift 
operation which rescued Israel in 
the October 
W ar of 1973. The 
secretary w as m erely repeating 
what he thought was a harm less 
joke told to him by an Italian 
woman in Rome. 
Of the two, however, the words 
of General Brown about Jew s 
were by far the least defensible. 
On such beliefs have pogroms — 
and worse — been based. The 
world has witnessed in his century 
the unspeakably ghastly results of 
a nation perm itting anti-Semitism 
to become its official policy. 
The terrible experience of the 
Nazi holocaust continues to brood 
upon the w orld’s conscience and 
one of its legacies seem s to be that 
racial, religious or ethnic humor 
which was once the stock in trade 
of m any com edians is no longer 
considered to be very funny, if it is 
tolerated at all. 
This, too, m ay be unfortunate. 
We 
m ay 
have 
become 
over­ 
sensitized to this kind of humor. 
We have become superserious 
and 
often see prejudice where 
none is intended. Humor is the 
leaven of life, and when people 
can no longer laugh at them selves 
or stand to have fun poked at their 
foibles and characteristics, they 
have lost something. 
It m akes all the difference, of 
course, who pokes the fun. For 
instance, the old Amos and Andy 
show, 
in 
which white 
actors 
played blacks and which brought 
en joym ent 
to 
a 
p revious 
generation, could not be put on 
today. 
Yet a current series in which 
blacks play black characters not 
greatly 
different 
from those of 
Amos and Andy is one of the m ost 
popularon television. 
Therein, in fact, may lie one of 
the reasons for the outcry that 
Butz brought down on his head. It 
was not just what he said, or 
seem ed to say, about Italians or 
Catholics but the fact that he is 
neither 
Italian 
nor 
Catholic 


himself. 
These days, it seem s that the 
only 
m inority 
that 
may 
be 
maligned with im punity by those 
who don’t belong to it are the so- 
called Wasps — the white, Anglo- 
Saxon Protestants. 
If any useful lesson is to be 
drawn from the Brown and Butz 
episodes, let it be this; 
There is no m inority in this 
country that need apologize for 
itself. 
There 
is 
no 
race 
or 
nationality that has not m ade 
significant contributions to the 
world’s 
a rt 
and 
science and 
culture. There is no ethic or 
religious group that is not a 
valued ingredient in that great 
m ixture 
of 
peoples 
we 
call 
America.
